We would here juſt obſerve, that Mr. Simon in page 25, having d-ſcrihed 
the coinage of the 7th yrar of this prince; viz. as having on their obverſe a 
crown and on their reverſe a ſun, in the next page ſays, he has the grozt of 
this coinage, but inconſiſtent with himſelt, deſcribes it as having on its obverſe 
the king's head, and not a crown, and refers to Numb. 72, Plate IV. which 
engraving likewiſe by ſome miſtake or cther, is as big again nearly as his picce, 
which was only a two-pence like Numb. 21, and weighed but twenty-two 
grains, again the penny he had, which he alſo refers to the ſame coinage, has a 
roſe on its obverſe (not a crown, ) as appears by Numb. 115, Plate VI. and 
like our Numb.

There was a great variety of coins ſtruck during the troubles in Ireland under Charles 2. 
Charles the Iſt. among which Numb. 31, with the value on one fide and the croſs 1641, 
on the other, is uſually called the rebels crown, the half crown of this ſort No. 31. 
appears Numb. 173, plate VIII. in Simon, who has alſo given the crown No. 32.
